German-British 
Plane Ratio 


Military Survey 
Circles Put 
Ration at 6-4

WASHINGTON—The ratio of nu- 


merical air strength between Ger- 
many and Groat Britain on the eve 
of the expected climactic battle for 
supremacy probably stands at about 
6 to 4. 


That's the consensus in reliable mil- 


itary circles here after careful Sur- 
veys of production rates and reserves 
from usually creditable sources. 


Total planes now available to the 


Germans probably number about 40,- 
000. 
This figures comes from both 


American and British experts, both 
working with different sources of in- 
formation and different sets of pro- 
duction figures. 


The British give no estimates of 


their own numerical strength, but 
American experts figure they have 
about 26,500 planes. 


Unfortunately 
the 
n u m e r i c a l 


strength of the two nations does not 
reflect the ratio of real air power

I authorities on air power in the United 
States says the Germans have a 4 to 1 
advantage over the British. 


This estimate is reached by adding 


or subtracting, as the case may be, as 


j many factors of production, perform- 
j ance and geography as airmen pan get 


their hands on. 


For instance, it considers the fact 


that the Germans have established 
efficient bases on three sides of the 
British isles—Norway, the Channel, 
and the French Atlantic coast opposite 
Ireland. It subtracts the great Ger- 
| man losses of last September, weighs 
; in th esuperior individual performance 
| of English airmen. Also accounted 
j for is the British accent on fighter 


defense, German accent on bomber at- 
tack. 
Of course, nothing like 40,000 Ger- 
man planes and 26,500 British planes 
will clash in the air war at any one 
time. In the first place, many of these 
ships are trainers. Others are trans- 
ports. Still others are obsolete or ob- 
solescent and are used exclusively 
behind the lines. 


The truth is, both the British and 


Germans consider their front line 
fighting forces to be equal to about 
one-sixth 
of 
total 
numerical air 


strength. That means total air war 
would send air forces of 8,600 Ger- 
man planes and 4,400 British planes 
against each other. 


But not all of these would clash 


at once, either. 


That's because the air traffic prob- 


lem would be greater than either of 
these major air powers cuuld handle. 
Planes today are dispatched and ma- 
neuvered by radio telephones and 
beam signals as well as by the usual 
instructions given at the take-off. 


It is entirely possible, the expert 


tells me, that 2,000 are too many planes 
for any one force to keep in the air 
at one time. A single error of a com- 
mander in the air or on the ground 
in the rear might wreck the entire or- 
ganization before anybody knew what 
happened. 


The main reason why the numerical 


ratio of 6-to-4 is not the real ratio of 
air power is that the Germans still 
have the production edge on the Brit- 
ish, even if you add in the 400 or 
more a month the British are getting 
from the United States. 


The best reliable figures on German 


production indicate they are turning 
jout about 2,200 planes a month, while 
the British are running off only 1,600. 
Favorable factors for the British are 
that they are not supposed to have 
reached their peak production of 2,400 
planes a month, and that the American 
production figure is mounting rapidly. 
The experts do not expect British pro- 
duction, including American planes, to 
equal German production before July 


Many American officials say Amer- 


ica can not help the British much 
this spring. G'ur air shipments won't 
come along soon enough to over- 
come Germany's numerical advantage, 
nor soon enough to cut down her su- 
perior striking power very much. 


The 
spring test simmers 
down, 


then, to a question of whether a su- 
perior British performance can dup- 
licate the almost miraculous defense

Many of them are going right to bat, 
reprinting our publications and send- 
ing them out to their members lo 
help them comply with the law.

His work has been the study of 


those boys arid girls who start out 
on paths of delinquency. 


The establishment of an institute 


for this work at the juvenile court 
in Chicago offered the 
first real 


opportunity, to make Intensive scienti- 
fic studies of What makes bad chil- 
dren bad. This pioneering enterprise 
was so successful that its general plan 
has been a model for hundreds of 
similar centers, called child guidance 
clinics, in this country and abroad. 


Dr. Healy, himself, has conducted 


or directed the study of some 10,- 
000 delinquent young persons. Only 
about 20 per cent of these have been 
girls. 


From a lifetime of scientific work, 


Dr. Healy has found poverty, poor 
education, slum conditions, and sim- 
ilar undersirable environmental fac- 
tors are not the sole causes of crime 
among boys arid girls. 


Most 
important 
cause, 
broadly 


speaking, is the child's feelings of be- 
'ng frustrated or deprived. These fre- 
quently begin with unhappiness about 
attitudes others have toward him. 


Usually 
tHis childish 
dissatisfac- 


tion begins in his family, circle. He 
does not feel sufficiently loved or 
understood, or does not receive enough 
recognition. He may be nagged or 
threatened, or be restricted or spoiled, 
or made to>'feel' inadequate. 


Out of any .of these, or out of ir- 


rational punishment, 
the youngster 


may react by resorting to unsocial 
conduct as: a; means of expressing his 
dissatisfaction:. 


Delinquent careers do not usually 


start suddenly, Dr. Healy has found. 
They generally develop gradually, for 
the child gets nearer the breaking- 
out point (after 
each 
emotion-pro- 


yoking experience. 


Once a young person has started 


on a delinquent career, it may be 
difficult to change him. Threats and 
compulsion are seldom a cure. Best 
method is dealing with family relat- 
ionships. 


In other words, the best way to pre- 


vent delinquency is to handle the 
boy or girl sensibly 'in terms of his 
fundamental, neieds. The young per- 
soa must receive no discrimination 
and must, always be a beloved and 
integral rrtSrrtJgF^f the family..

WASHINGTON-The 
current dis- 


cussion of British securities to cover 
war purchases carries the administra- 
tion's lend-lease plan into the strange 
and little known labyrinth of "foreign 
investments in the United State." 


It is well known among financial 


wizards that the British government 
itself has no exact figure showing 
the value of total property holdings 
of British subjects in this country. 


British ownership of property in 


the United States has been built up 
slowly through 150 years. 


Guesses of the total British finan- 


cial stake over here range from the 
Commerce Department's estimate oi 
about ?4,000,000,000 to outside figures 
around the ?14,000,000,000 mark. 


A wee kor so ago the Commerce 


Department made known its latest 
total—?4,054,000,000, when you throw 
in $100,000,000 of British investments, 
from odd points in the empire, such as 
Hongkong.

This figure was reached by sampling 


banks that usually hold large port- 
folios of British investments in this 
country. It covers all sorts of invest- 
ments, but it's obviously a minimum
